His friend order­ 
ed the nativ e driv er to stop, and ihe 
two Englishmen got down and exam­ 
ined. The guest was right. It was cot­ 
ton of an extraordinary strong staple. 
Both men were cotton experts, and 
yet the host, who had driv en along the 
same road for years, h id parsed the 
cotton without 
recognizing 
it.

up these hedges, for except them there 
were none that he had seou during a 
twelv e years’ residence in India.

LfFE SAVING CABLEWAY. 


Device to Rescue Passengers Wrecked 
In Midocean. 
Equipped with the first life sav ing 
cableway ev er used on a ship, a rev e­ 
nue cutter now under constmction at 
Wilmington, Del., will go to the P a­ 
cific coast in the spring prepared to 
assist passengers of wreck ed v essels 
in a nov el way, says the New York 
Herald. 
Spencer Miller of New York , 
whose cableway dev ice 
for coaling 
ships of war at sea has been approv ed 
by the United States and other gov ­ 
ernments, is the inv entor of the new 
life sav ing dev ice. 
Mr. Miller’s inv ention is of the same 
principle 
as 
the 
haw ser 
and 
the 
breeches buoy used by the coast life 
sav ers, but it differs in that it can !>e 
used by" a rescuing v essel to aid a dis­ 
abled or foundering ship ev en in mid­ 
ocean. 
A small line is shot to the dis­ 
tressed ship and fastened at the niast- 
liead. 
On the steam ship bearing the 
controlling end of the cableway there 
is a steam reel, installed !>elow* deck s, 
which under ev ery conceiv able condi­ 
tion m aintains a constant tension on 
the cableway, or hawser. 
One of the tests required by the offi­ 
cials of the rev enue cutter serv ice is 
that the reel will autom atically care 
for 1,000 feet of line running in either 
direction should 
the ships suddenly 
mov e to or from each other. 
The tests 
of the apparatus are soon to tak e place 
at the Lidgerwood testing work s in 
Newark .

Tuck er, the state agricul­ 
tural commissioner, lie says that, w hile 
much of the land which he inspected 
is worthless, a few* acres, comprising 
w hat are k nown as the Huddleston and 
Money places, are rich producers of 
genuine diamonds. 
lie reports that the surface indica­ 
tions are that this territory will equal 
the famous Kimberley diamond fields, 
in South Africa. The dirt, he report*« , 
resembles in ev ery respect the soil in 
and around the Kimberley diamond 
tracts in South Africa. 
“There can be no doubt,'” he adds, 
“that genuine diamonds hav e been ob - 1 
tallied from the Huddleston tract in 
this state.” 


SUN RIVALING CLOCK. 


Does Not V a r y More T h a n Fifteen One- 
thousandths of a Second. 
A clock has recently ln?cn installed 
in the observ atory of the Case School 
of Applied Science at Clev eland, O., 
which is so nearly perfect that it has 
attracted the attention of the Sm ith­ 
sonian institution at W ashington, says 
the N ew York T im es, Tests lmv e prov ed 
that the m echanism is so accurate that 
the clock will not v ary more than fif­ 
teen one-thousandths of a second from 
the exact time in twenty-four hours. 
This is considered to l>e nearly as 
steady and reliable as the sun itself. 
The clock will m easure the m inutest 
fraction of a second. 
Its only riv al In 
accuracy is said t<> be a similar time­ 
piece in Berlin. 
For protection it is 
surrounded by a glass jar in which is 
a partial v acuum. The winding is done 
by electricity, and the instrum ent Is 
used almost exclusiv ely In astronom ­ 
ical observ ations. 


Boiling Eggs W ithout Water. 
Chicago has a new k ink . 
It Is boil­ 
ing eggs without the use of water, 
says the New York Press. 
This nov el­ 
ty is exploited at one of Chicago’s 
loading hotels, and as the feat is ac­ 
complished directly before the eyes of 
the guest the new* way of cook ing gen­ 
erally attracts 'attention and comment. 
The w aiter places a boxlik e appnra 
tus before the guest and turns on a 
little electricity from the brack et on 
the wall and places the desired num ­ 
ber of eggs in tiie heater. 
In about a 
m inute and a half, or half the time 
consumed by the hot w ater process, 
the eggs are cook ed to a turn. 
The 
process is an idea originated by Pro 
lessor Itadtk e of Arm our institute.

The financial squeeze has now* been 
on for a few week s, and the people all 
ov er the -country, realizing that the 
worst is ov er, are gathering about the 
; « .ov es iu tiie corner stores discussing 
w hat might be called the superficial 
dev elopments of the panic, says the 
New York Tribune. Some of these are 
mentioned ev en yet with the old shiv ­ 
er of alarm. In many of them, how­ 
ev er, is found humor, in others tragedy. 
For Instance, back in Kank ak ee the 
experience of the old “ tight 
wad” 
money lender who went to the city to 
collect a note, insisted on currency and 
had to charter a truck and a freight 
car to get it home is*greeted with up­ 
roarious laughter. But the story of the 
little widow just around the corner is 
recalled in silence. H er small sum was 
in a city bank which closed. She stood 
before its doors a whole night and a 
day and came home when the suspen­ 
sion notice was posted weak ened in 
body and literally scared to death. 
The whole trouble seemed to start 
from one apparently at that time iusfg 
nificunt failure. The failure, howev er, 
was followed by m inors inv olv ing the 
names of sev eral prominent bank ers. 
These were soon forced out of office, 
and runs started on their bank s. The 
trouble spread in wav es ov er New 
Y"ork city. The com m unity’s spine was 
shak en with the cohl chills of panic, 
and the ague passed iu wav es from 
Wall street to Harlem, the 
Bronx. 
Brook lyn and W illiamsburg. Bank of­ 
ficers who bad been sk ating on thin 
ice scrambled for the shore, but their 
mov es only shattered w hat support 
they had had, and they found them ­ 
selv es struggling In the cohl black wa 
ter of the law. 
The panic passed ov er the country 
lik e a wav e, with its start in M anhat­ 
tan Island. 
The cities through it all 
hav e been the greatest sufferers. The 
directors 
and other officers of the 
bank s iu the country and the small 
cities k now nearly ev ery one of theii 
depositors personally. When trouble is 
brewing and these come around with 
blood in their eyes and bank book s in 
their hands, the officers just call them 
into the upholstered back office and 
explain the situation. 
There hav e been, bank ers say, three 
k inds of runs—panic runs, silly runs 
and runs started 
by 
mistak e. 
The 
panic runs were tlie general order re­ 
sulting from the unsettled state of 
credit. A num ber of depositors line up 
to withdraw, others sin* them and get 
the habit, as it were, and soon the line 
cau be dignified by the title run. 
At least tw o runs in New York were 
started by mistak es in newspaper sto­ 
ries about the general bank ing situa­ 
tion. One of these was due to the fact 
that many persons read 
110 further 
than the headlines <>f the article. The 
neigh!>orhood in which the bank was 
situated was used in such a way in 
the headline of an afternoon new spa­ 
per that a misleading statem ent was 
made about a bank that was perfectly 
solv ent and in no trouble. A run the 
next morning was the result, although 
the body of the article stated the facts 
correctly. 
A run on a bank up New York state 
was causes! in this way. The cashier 
got a telephone message fr<» rn 
home 
that some medicine was needed imme­ 
diately for the baby. 
The cashier call­ 
ed an office 1 *\v . followed him to the 
door of the hank in telling him the 
errand and sped him on ids way with 
the admonition, “Now, run.” 
Unfor­ 
tunately two or three panick y depos­ 
itors were entering and heard only the 
word “run” coming 
from the cashier. 
They v ere influential men iu the com­ 
munity, and when they immediately 
drew out ail their deposits their exam ­ 
ple was followed by sev eral others. 
Rum or took up the case there and han­ 
dled It In its old thoroughgoing m an­ 
ner. 
The use of clearing house certificates 
and the premium 
011 money hav e re­ 
sulted in some curious incidents. 
In 
St. Louis the certificates were accepted 
on street cars. 
In one town in the 
middle w est where the lack of curren­ 
cy was peculiarly felt the merchants, 
nearly all of whom were m anufactur­ 
ers, paid their work men in the old 
fashioned “shinplasters,” and the town 
is now iu possession of a currency of 
its own, supplemented by that of Uncle 
Sam.
